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Listinos of article titles, authors, com- 
pany names, and subjects appear here in 
one alphabetical order with each entry 
followed by the issue date and the page 
number. Broad headings have been used 
as subject listings; this is not a completely 
detailed subject heading index. 

In using this index it will be helpful to 
keep in mind the nature of the contents 
of Dun’s Review. The magazine deals 
with trends, tendencies, developments, 
and legislation which are significant in 
their effect on the policies of businesses. 
It is planned to serve chief executives who 
must take into consideration the long-time 
influences of such forces. In each monthly 
number are articles by authorities in their 
fields or resulting from research activities. 


There also are monthly sections or depart- 
ments, several of which summarize busi- 
ness statistical data. 

During 1940 there have appeared the re- 
ports of the “Survey of Business Trends,” 
a Dun & Brapsrreet research project hav- 
ing to do with the dollar volume of sales 
and inventories. Reports have also ap- 
peared on another Dun & BrapsTREET 
research undertaking, the “Survey of Re- 
tail Operating Costs.” These reports in- 
clude analyses by trades and industries; 
they are listed under the name of the 
project and under various appropriate 
subject headings. Neither in the case of 
these reports nor in the case of the reports 
of the fourteen financial ratios for 72 lines 
of business are there listed in this index 


the trades and industries which appear in 
the tables, charts, or text of the report. 

Statistical series originally compiled by 
the publisher are indexed under subject 
headings; they can also be easily located 
in the department on commercial failures 
and in “Significant Business Indicators” 
each month. Data appearing in the de- 
partments “Through the Statistician’s 
Eyes” and “Here and There in Business” 
are indexed. Book reviews are not listed 
here (see “The Business Bookshelf’). 

As a guide to the inclusiveness of the 
material, the titles of major articles are 
printed in italic type, short items are indi- 
cated by “s,” photographs that appear 
without extended text by “p,” and views 
of cities shown on the covers by “c.”
